From E 8 Pillsbury, the attorrey for
and director of the company and for
many years & well known lobbyist in
this state Heney after much difficulty
clicited a statement tht Halsey had re-
ported directly to Glass and at the time
of the alleged briberies, Glass was the
unly offieial of the company with pwer
to sign cheeks for disbursements with-
out approval of the boand of directors,

© CAR SHORTAGE.

Claimed That Delay of Shippers is Main
Cause of Shortage. :

NEW YORK, July 18.—According to
Figures compiled in the New York
office of the, Harriman railroads, these
lines have been spending for the past
five years an ave of 0000 every
working day for new equipment, or a
total of #60,000,000. This yewr's orders
for cars owped by the Southern Pacifie
and Union Pacific has been increased 08
per cent and the haoling capacity of
their locomotives 09 per oent, as oom-
pared to five years ago, while the traffic
on these lines has in the same time in-
creased 41 per cent.

That in spite of this showing freight
delays have oceurred in the west is due
mainly to the fact that equipment is
tied up by shippers. Cars are mot only
hield overtime for loading and usloading,
bt thousands are used as storehouses.
Recorda for the past three months show
that the average of 3032 cars #0 held at
the pripcipal Pacifie Coast shipping
poinfs on the Harriman lines equals one-
fourth of the sew freight cars they
have bought for delivery thia year. "

Mo Relaxation In Strike of Tele-
graph Operators

WILLING TO MEET COMMITTEE

According to an Official of the Union no
Difficulty May be Experienced in Ar.
ranging Compromise Should Company
Desire to Treat With the Strikers

SAN FRANCISOO; July 16.—The ten-
sion of the situation jn the strike of the
telegraph operators was not relaxed yes-
terday and no possible headway was
made toward peace. Commissioner Neil
and Presideny Small met again last
night but refused to divulge anything
that developed at the meeting,

SThe men insist that the Westem
Union agree to meet & committee of
the union. According to one of the
officials of the loeal union should the
company show a desire to treat with-
the striking operators, little diffieulty
would be experienced in arranging a
compromise, 8o far as the men am con-
cerned. This official said last night that
the men wonld demand that in the
event of a settlement all members of
the union be reinstated. Members of
the union, according to those in a posi-
tion to know the disposition of the
striking operators, would be willing to
compromife in the matter of an inerease
instead of 25 per cent would be accepted.
On the other hand, should the officials
of the company remain firm in their re-
fusal to treal with the striking opera-
tors, the loeal executive committee will
inalst that opemtors in other parts of
thy country be ordered out.
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
